His Finish is Delayed. 

The following story comes from Mis¬ 
souri and is doubtless almost true; 

You can’t sometimes always tell what 
will happen. We hear that a man with 
Rev. as a prefix to his name tried to 
commit ..uicide over at the lake the 
other day. He went to the store and 
bought a rope, a can of oil, a box of 
matches, a dose of arsenic and a 
revolver.
